Famine — The State suffered very severely from famine in 1 899- 
1900. Relief measures were commenced in October 1899 with a 
daily average of 14,000 persons receiving relief. The number on relief 
rose to 44,022 in March 1900, exclusive of 3,787 persons in receipt of 
gratuitous relief. Rs. 24,10,000 inclusive of Rs. 2,77,34) of Tag&ri 
were expended on relief measures by the State during this famine. 

Plague. — Plague first appeared in the town of Mftndvi in 
September 1896 and led to a severe epidemic in the following April 
1897. The mortality has amounted to close on 22,000 persons as

Area. — Hie estimated area of the Agoney is 6,398 square miles. 


Survey. — Survey operations were commenced in 1892, but bavo 
not been completed owing to tbe severe famines of 1899 — 1902, and 
subsequent lean years. Upto tbe year 1910-1 1, 342 out cf 511 villagos 
in tbo Pdlanpur State have been surveyed. In tbe Rddhanpur State 
tbe survey work was completed in 18.18-99, but new rates of assessment 
have not been introduced. The survey operations in the Thara Jdghir 
were commenced in 1909-10, and upto the end of 1910-11, 10 villages 
have been surveyed. 

Trade and Manufacture.-— There are three cotton ginning 
factories at Sami, Lolada and Munjpur under the Rddhanpur State. 
Goad leather work is turned out at Suigarn, a village near the Ruun. 
The chief articles of export are rape-seed, rice, sosamnm and cutlery.

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Famine and subsequent lean years. — The whole Agency 
buffered severely from the famines of 1900-02, Belief mcasnres 
were commenced in September 1899 and were closed in October 1902. 
The highest daily average number of persons in receipt of relief was 
92,348 in July 1900. It decreased to 73 in April 1901 and again 
rose to 14,000 in February 1902. Over 20 Idkhs of rupees were 
spent on famine relief in the year 1899-1900. The following famine

Plague.— In the year 1895-95 and 1896-97 the Agenoy suffered 
from cholera and small-pox, 'which carried off over 2,5 00 and 400 
souls respectively. In the latter year plague first appeared in 
Pdlanpur town and in some villages of the State. It again broke out 
in 1903 in Pdlnnpur and spread over the Deesa Cantonment and 
Pdlanpur State villages, and has‘ reappeared every year up to the year 
1909-10. It was of a virulent type in 1908-09, in which year tho 
number of deaths in the Agency was . 539. Plague has caused the 
deaths c£ over 3,147 persons altogether in the Agency as given below.

Area. — The estimated area of 0,300 square miles entered in Official 
Reports nntil the year 1890*01 was reduced to 3,528 square miles in 
1891-92 to accord with the G. T. sheets, but even this figure is only 
approximately correct, and the probable area of tho Agency is 3,124 
square miles. 

Survey. — There has been no surrey settlement except in a portion 
of the Idar State, none of the other States and Tdlukos in tho Agency 
having yet been surveyed in detail for revenue purposes. 

Trade and Manufacture. — The chief industry in the Agency 
' is the dyeing of cloth in Vasna and Pothrtpur, which yearly export 
djmd cloth of the value of Rs. 14,000 and 50,400 respectively. Tiiere 
arc two cotton ginning factories— one at Himatnagar in Idar State 
and another at Jhotana in Kntosan Trtlukn.

Since the year 1897 the Viramgilm-Mehsdna, Ahmedabnd-Pnrdntfj 
and Kalol-Vijdpur branch railways have bean constructed in the Agency, 
and the latter has grtatly developed the Pethtfpur, M&nsaan'd Warsodn 
Tdlukas. The Ahmed nbad- Partin tij Line, which was constructed in 
1896-97 and opened for traflio in 1897, was extended to Khed-Brabma 
in the year 19U9-10. The extension has developpd-the State of- Idar, 
the Tdluka of Ilol and the Titlnkas nnder the Sdber Kfintha Thdna 
Circle. To connect Sddra, the head-quarters station of the Agency, 
with the Ahmedabad- Pai itntij Khed-Brahina railway, a partly metalled 
road lrom Sddra to Dabhoda and an unmetalled road from Sddia to 
Pardntij have. been made. The Kalol-Vijdpnr railway though not 
actually in the Agency limits has stations at Limbodra and Rand ha] a, 
Makakhnd and Lodra which serve the Main Kdntha towns of Mansn, 
Pethapur, Warsoda and Sddra. Limbodra is also about four miles 
from Sadra, the head-quarters of the Agency. The Mehedna-Khcrttlu 
branch line was extended by His Highness the Maharaja of Bnroda to 
Taranga Hill station in 1910. This line too, though not actually in the 
Agency limits, serves the Trtlnka of Sudasoa and the Tdlnkas comprised 
in the Gadbwada Thflna Circle. The Ambaji-Taranga Light Railway 
from the Taranga Hill Station which- will develop the Godhwdda 
Thdna Circle, and the Ddnta State is under construction.

6,000. 1 '** The total amount spent' during tho year for famine relief 
amounted* to Re. 4,76,967. The next yehi\a£ainihore was scarcity, 
and the whole Agency suffered from the famine of '1901-02. \The daily 
average number of relief workers was over 1 8,000 in Juno 1902, which 
decreased to 1,200 in October. The Idar State borro.wed famine 
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loans of R& 8,50,000 from Government ; and the amounts borrowed 
by other States in the Agency was ■ Rs. 3,77,780 in all.
